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PREFACE 


The  Annual  Bibliography  for  1959  is  a  single  volume.  This  is  significant 
because  it  suggests  that  the  bibliography  is  now  close  to  being  up  to  date 
and  establishing  a  regular  publishing  schedule.  Like  its  immediate  pre¬ 
decessors,  it  has  resulted  from  innumerable  individual  contributions  of 
time  and  energy,  as  well  as  of  institutional  encouragement  and  assistance. 

I  am  grateful  to  have  had  these  for  each  of  the  volumes  for  which, 
during  the  past  several  years,  I  have  been  general  editor. 

According  to  an  agreement  made  just  after  the  Second  World  War, 
the  bibliography  was  to  be  compiled  in  America  and  the  general  editor 
was  to  be  an  American  until  it  was  brought  up  to  date.  After  that,  it  was 
again  to  be  compiled  in  England,  and  the  English  editor  was  to  become 
the  general  editor.  This  volume  brings  the  bibliography  up  to  date. 
Material  for  the  i960  and  1961  volumes  was  collected  during  those  years, 
and  is  now  being  arranged. 

As  general  editor,  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  following  Mr  Henry 
Pettit  and  Mr  Lewis  Sawin,  both  of  the  University  of  Colorado,  of 
profiting  from  their  advice  and  association,  and  from  the  advice  and 
association  of  the  contributing  editors  of  the  several  countries  whose 
scholarship  is  represented  in  the  bibliography.  My  pleasure  as  general 
editor  is  largely  attributable  to  Miss  Marjory  Rigby,  LTniversity  College 
of  North  Wales,  who,  as  associate  editor  since  1958,  has  done  a  large 
share  of  my  work  and  whose  careful  concern  for  accuracy  and  detail  has 
added  much  to  the  quality  of  the  bibliography.  I  am  happy  to  announce 
that  with  the  i960  volume  Miss  Rigby  becomes  general  editor. 

For  myself  and  for  all  of  those  responsible  for  preparing  the  biblio¬ 
graphy,  it  is  with  a  sense  of  loss  that  I  announce  that  Professor  \\  llliam 
White,  Wayne  State  University,  Detroit,  Michigan,  is  no  longer  able 
to  continue  as  assistant  editor  of  the  bibliography.  Mr  White  attended 
a  meeting  of  the  M.H.R.A.  by  chance  in  1946,  and  volunteered  his 
services  to  Mr  Pettit.  From  that  time  until  1949  he  was  a  contributing 
editor.  He  has  served  as  assistant  editor  since  I949-  Because  Mr  W hite  s 
service  to  the  bibliography  has  been  generous  and  long,  I  am  happy  that 
it  is  not  to  be  entirely  discontinued.  He  will,  beginning  with  this  volume, 
continue  to  work  with  the  bibliography  as  a  contributing  editor.  During 
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the  time  that  Mr  White  was  assistant  editor  he  received  grants  from 
Wayne  State  University  to  aid  him  in  his  work.  This  institutional 
support  is  typical  of  that  to  which  I  referred  earlier. 

I  am  particularly  grateful  for  the  careful  assistance  that  was  given  me 
in  the  preparation  of  this  volume  by  Miss  Rigby,  and  by  Mr  Joseph 
Gordon  and  Mr  John  E.  Schamberger,  graduate  students  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Colorado.
